Find  your  vocation  and  follow  it.  This  bit  of  business  philosophy 
has  come  down  to  us  through  the  centuries,  and  its  significance  grows 
with  the  years.  Thousands  of  dollars  are  spent  by  the  government  in 
the  promotion  of  vocational  training.

Even  go  him  one 
better,  if  you  can,  and  soon  you  will  see  the  business  coming  back  your 
way.  Comenius,  one  of  the  old  educational  reformers,  once  said:  "Tf  your 
pupils  do  not  learn,  look  unto  yourself  for  the  cause."  So,  we  may  say 
to  our  business  men:  If  your  customers  go  away  and  do  not  come  back, 
look  into  yourselves  for  the  cause.  Expect  nothing  on  sympathy,  but 
everything  on  merit. 

Have  you  Icarticd  the  art  of  pl<a>ing^  Hen  is  a  .solution  oi  the 
whole  matter.  Don't  carry  a  chip  on  your  shouMor.  study  yourself  as 
well  as  your  competitor,  and  forget  not  to  study  your  customer,  to  please 
him.  Study  hiunan  naturt:  and  you  have  the  key  to  business-getting 
and  trade-holding.  Hon't  l^e  indilTerent  to  that  customer  just  because 
he  belongs  to  your  own  race.  Make  Iiim  feel  that  you  arc  inlerostod  in 
him,  that  you  like  him  and  are  alwavs  ]>leasrd  fo  ^ee  him.  Make  a  fuss 
over  him.     His  nature  calls  for  that

business.  \'ou  have  the  lease  ft>r  the  corner  grocen'  store,  get  your 
name  and  business  on  ilie  window,  rii^iit  away.  Get  your  business  cards. 
bill  heads.  letteilK.uU  awA  envelopes  made  up  ready  for  you  when  you 
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enter  on  the  first.  Don't  fi^^aire  on  sellinc,^  a  lot  of  j^roceries  before  you 
buy  your  stationery ;  better  work  on  at  your  old  job  a  little  longer  until 
you  can  enter  your  grocery  like  a  regular  business  man.  So,  its  no 
disgrace  to  begin  small,  neither  is  it  any  disgrace  not  to  begin  at  all  in 
a  business  where  you  cannot  get  up  enough  s])eed  to  make  a  showing. 

A  few  statistics  from  our  convass  of  last  year  will  show  an  appalling 
neglect  in  this  respect.  Visiting  colored  business  places,  I  foitnd  in  East 
35th  street,  31  with  business  cards  and  13  without.  On  39th  street,  I 
found  7  with  and  6  without.  On  State  from  47th  to  51st.  I  found  9 
with  and  10  without.  From  120  to  3000  S.  State  street,  I  found  27 
with  and  30  without. 

These  are  the  simplest  evidences  of  business  and  arc  essential  even 
at  the  beginning.

The  places  one  micj^ht  visit  are  many  and  varied.  Xo  visitor  on  an  ordi- 
nary vacation  can  see  half  there  is  to  be  seen.  Every  way  you  turn  there  is 
something  different.  So  the  wise  seeker  after  knowledc^e  secures  a  puide  book, 
or  its  equivalent,  selects  the  places  he  wishes  to  visit  and  sticks  to  his  program. 

Chicago  has  every  trood  thincr,  and  all  the  best  things  are  free,  except  food 
and  raiment,  and  in  some  quarters,  even  these  are  freely  dispensed  to  the 
really  needy.  Balmy  breezes  from  the  Great  Lake  cross  Michigan  Boulevard 
on  Lake  Front  and  penetrating  to  every  nook  and  corner,  make  the  city  a 
very  comfortable  place  to  live  in.  But  this  is  not  all  that's  free.  The  Art 
Institute,  Public  Library,  Y.  M.  C.  A..  Frederick  Douglass  Centre.  Fellow- 
ship League  and  other  places  for  self-improvement  are  open  free  to  all. 

Sears,  Roebuck  &  Co. 

Now,  let  us  look  a  little  farther  out.  One  might  like  to  see  Sears.  Roe- 
buck &  Co.'s  largest  mail  order  house  in  the  world.  Visitors  are  given  special 
attention.     This  plant  is  located  at  Arthitigton  and  Homan  Avenue. 

Union  Stock  Yards 

The  Union  Stock  Yards  are  reached  by  South  Side  Elevated,  changing 
at  Indiana  Avenue  Station  to  Stock  Yards  branch.  Packingtown.  which  lies 
just  behind  the  yards,  covers  about  f200  acres.  Here  is  the  principal  live  stock 
and  mcat-])acking  center  of  the  L'nitcd  States,  \cnrh-  all  of  the  forty  meat- 
packing plants  are  located  here,  and  all  make  a  specialty  of  showing  visitors 
through  their  plants.  It's  great  to  bi-  here  at  "hog-killing  time."  Then  if  yon 
■  are  interested  in  the  methods  of  preparing  foodstuffs  there  is  a  large  concern 

;  here  which  devotes  itself  exclusively  to  this  end  of  the  business,  putting  out. 

\  every  month,  about  ] 0,000,000  cans  of  corn   beef,  ox  tongue,  mince   meat.  etc.

I  Turning  to  the  parks,   we   shall   lok  tirs:   .it    Lincoln    Park,   which    is   the 

;:  star   attraction   on   the.   North    Side.      ('\ny   surface   car   line   on    North    Clark 

or  Wells  Street  skirts  the  park  at  its  southwest  side.)  Great  interest  centers 
around  the  zoological  buildings.  If  you  are  ititercsted  in  animals  you  will 
find  some  specimrns  here  that  are  new  to  you.  unless  you  are  familiar  with 
the  animals  of  Europe,  Asia.  Africa.  .Australia  ind  the  Islands  oi  the  Sea.  The 
zoo  contains  2,300  specimens  of  mammals,  reptiles  and  bird>.  .\  favorite 
time  for  visiting  is  4  p.  m.,  when  the  animals  are  fed. 

Among  the  numerous  pieces  of  sculptor's  art  in  Lincoln  Park,  the  bronrc 
statue  of  Lincoln,  by  St.  Gandens,  at  the  Dearborn  Strret  entrance,  easily 
takes  first  place.  This  statue  is  considered  to  be  a  masterpiece  of  the  sculptor's 
art  and  is  generally  reuarded  as  one  of  the  bt  ^t  likenesses  »•(  the  war  pioi- 
dent  in  existence.  Over  at  the  Wisconsin  Slrett  entrance  is  a  i;rave  vhich  i? 
marked  by  a  grtat  red  botdder  wiili  :i  bronze  tablet.  This  tablet  reads:  "David 
Kennison,  the  last  survivor  oi  the  'Boston  T^a  I  arty.'  who  die*l  in  Chicago. 
February  24.  IH.^n,  age  ll.''>  years,  :;  months,  IT  days,  and  was  huned  near 
this  spot." 

Jackson    Park 

Don't  miss  Jackson  Park.  (Cottage  Grove  .\ venue  to  Sixty-third,  transfer 
east  to  Jackson  T'ark.")  Herein  is  the  Midway  Plai«ancr.  that  historic  spot 
which  carries  us  back  to  the  davs  of  the  World's  Fair  of  *93. 
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The  Field  Museum,  located  in  thib  park,  is  a  source  of  attraction  to  visitors 
and  students  from  afar.  Alarshall  Field,  whose  name  the  museum  perpetuates, 
has  given  in  all  $9,400,000,  others  have  given  $500,000,  and  from  sources  other 
than  endowment,  the  museum  has  an  income  of  $25,000.  Though  devoted  to 
science,  the  museum  makes  every  effort  to  have  a  variety  of  exhibits  in  each 
department  v/hich  will  interest  and  ])e  understood  Ijy  the  average  visitor.  To 
scientists  and  special  students,  therefore,  the  museum  is  an  inexhaustible  mine; 
but  any  visitor  to  Chicago  may  spend  at  least  a  day  here  with  pleasure. 

An  interesting  feature  of  Wooded  Island  is  the  Cahokia  Court  House, 
reputed  to  be  the  oldest  public  building  in  the  Mississippi  Valley.  It  was 
built  about  the  year  1716  at  Cahokia,  111.,  and  has  served  in  various  public 
capacities.  At  different  periods  it  was  employed  for  both  civic  and  military 
purposes,  and  is  recognized  as  the  oldest  county  seat  building  (St.  Clair  Co.. 
Ill,),  in  the  original  Northwest  Territory, 

Washington  Park 
(Cottage  Grove  Avenue  Cars  South  to  ^Tth  Street.) 

We  usually  think  of  Washington  Park  as  a  place  of  rest  and  recreation 
because  of  its  special  adaptation  for  such  purposes.  While  there  are  some  im- 
portant buildings  in  this  park,  v:e  are  at  lirst  sight  struck  with  the  vast  expanse 
of  undisturbed  playgrounds.  Tliis  is  the  second  largest  of  the  sinitn  i)arks,  and 
'is  a  371-acre  rectangle.  Twenty-three  acres  of  lagoons,  7  miles  of  charming, 
winding  driveways,  bridle  paths,  lawns  and  shrubbery,  make  it  a  beaulitui 
park,  while  in  the  center  of  the  expanse  is  a  vast  meadow.  Here  the  Sunday 
Schools  bring  their  picnics  in  summer  l)ecause  of  its  freedom  trom  danger  to 
children.  Here  are  numerous  facilities  for  enjoyment,  including  tennis,  foot- 
ball, baseball,  basketball,  ro(iue,  bowling,  archery,  wading,  horsei>ack  riding 
and  fly  casting,  and  in  winter  there  is  curling,  tobogganing  and  skatmg.  Here 
on  Saturday  the  church  teams  of  all  denominations  vie  with  each  other  at 
baseball. 

Other  Park^ 

Other  amusement  parks  where  a  small  general  admissitMi  fee  is  charged 
as  well  as  a  fee  for  admission  to  the  many  special  altraction^i  inside,  are 
"White  City,"  (i3rd  and  Soulh  Park  Avenue,  and  River  view,  corner  Western 
and  Belmont  Avenues.

"731  NEGRO  BUSINESS  HOUSES  HERE 

"In  other  lines  of  business  colored  men  and  women  have  been 
active.  Black's  Blue  Book  for  1917,  which  is  published  by  Ford  S. 
Black,  as  a  'directory  of  Chicago's  active  colored  people  and  puide 
to  their  activities,'  enumerated  7M  business  houses  fn  sixty-nne  differ- 
ent lines.  Not  all  of  them  are  on  the  south  side.  A  restaurant  and 
delicatessen  is  in  Broadway  at  Lawrence  avenue.  Many  are  run  by 
women.  They  even  have  their  'lady  barbers.'  Factories,  stores  and 
offices  are  run  by  colored  men.  Each  employs  from  one  to  forty 
persons. 

"There  are  two  colored  licensed  buildinj::  contractors  and  a  num- 
ber of  carpenters,  plaster  bosses,  bricklayers,  decorators  and  others 
in  building:  trades.  Olivet  P>aptist  church,  one  of  the  larpest  in  the 
city;  St.  Alonica's  Roman  Catholic  church,  I'ort  Dearborn  hospital, 
the  Crescent  hotel,  the  Ford  hotel  and  a  number  of  apartment  and 
store  buildings,  were  erected  by  colored  contractors,  artisans  and 
laborers. 

"The  largest  manufacturing  cstab]i>hment  makes  face  powder  and 
toilet  preparations.  Anthony  Overton,  its  president,  is  head  of  the 
Chicago  branch  of  the  National  liusiness  league.

Even  go 
him  one  better,  if  you  can.  and  soon  you  will  see  the  business  coming 
back  your  way.  Comenius.  one  of  the  old  educational  reformers, 
once  said:  "If  your  pupils  do  not  learn,  look  unto  yourself  for  the 
cause."  So,  we  may  say  to  our  business  men:  It  your  customers  go 
away  and  do  not  come  back,  look  into  yourselves  for  the  cause.  Ex- 
pect nothing  on  sympathy,  but  everything  on  merit. 

Have  you  learned  the  art  of  pleasing?  Here  is  a  solution  of  the 
whole  matter.  Don't  carry  a  chi])  on  your  shoulder,  study  yourself 
as  well  as  your  competitor,  and  forget  not  to  study  your  customer, 
to  please  him.  Study  human  nature  and  you  have  the  key  to  business- 
getting  and  trade-holding.  Don't  be  inditTerent  to  that  customer  just 
because  he  belongs  to  your  own  race.  Make  him  feel  that  you  arc 
interested  in  him.  that  you  like  him  and  arc  always  pleased  to  sec 
him.     Make  a  fuss  over  him.     His  nature  calls  for  that. 

EVIDENCES  OF  BUSINESS 

After  bcinf/  in  Inisines?  tiie  next  important  thitig  is  to  scrfii  to  l>c 
in  business.  You  have  the  lease  for  the  corner  grocery  store,  got 
your  name  and  biisip.ess  on  the  window,  right  away.  Get  your  busi- 
ness cards,  bill  heads,  letterheads  and  envelopes  made  up  ready  for 
you  when  you  enter  on  the  first.  Don't  figure  on  selling  a  lot  of 
groceries  before  you  buy  your  stationery;  better  work  on  at  your  oM 
job  a  little  Icjnger  until  you  can  enter  your  grocery  like  a  repul.ir 
business  man.  No,  it's  ik'*  disgrace  to  begin  small,  neither  is  it  am- 
disgrace  not  to  begin  at  all  in  a  business  where  yi»u  cannot  get  up 
enough  speed  to  niaKc  a  show  ing. 

A  few  statistics  from  our  canvass  of  last  year  will  show  an 
appalling  neglect  in  this  respect.  X'isiting  colored  business  places, 
I  found  in  Mist  35th  street,  3\  with  business  cards  and  Li  w!thv>ut. 
On  v3-Uli  stre(>t.  1  iouud  7  with  and  6  without.  On  State  from  47th 
to  51st.  I  found  9  with  ami  10  without.  From  120  to  3000  S.  State 
street,  1  found  27  with  and  30  witlunit. 

These  are  the  <;implest  evidences  of  business  and  arc  essential 
even  at  the  beginning.  Eater,  nf  course,  will  cotnc  bigger  stock, 
brighter  lights,   fnier  stationery   and   wider  advertising.

Growing  Commercial  Center — Negroes   Increasing   in   Business 


Two  years  ago,  the  Chicago  Daily  News,  commenting  I'pon  Black's  Blue 
Book,  gave  this  headline:  "7ul  Negro  Business  Houses  H'tre."  It  the  New*- 
were  commenting  upon  that  subject  today  it  would  be  obliged  to  almost 
double  that  number. 

There  ire  over  1,200  Negro  business  houses  in  Chicago  today  and  the 
number  is  rapidly  increasing.  For  instanv:e.  let  us  observe  the  rate  of  in- 
crease  in  a  few  streets  of  densely   populated   colored   districts. 

Our  last  year's  directory  listed  41  colored  business  houses  on  West  Lake 
St.  This  year's  book  lists  0.5  on  that  street.  Last  year's  directory  listed  47 
on  35th  St.  This  year's  book  lists  64  in  the  same  .district.  The  greatest  in- 
crease I  noticed  was  in  "ilst  st.,  where  the  previous  canvass  showed  0,  the 
present   book   lists   45, 

The  increase  on  the  North  Side,  and  even  in  Evanstoti,  was  not  so  marked. 

Of  course,  by  f:ir  the  major  portion  of  the  colored  businebs  of  Chicago 
is  located  on  State  street,  and  now  extends  from  the  loop  to  60  th  street.  The 
bulk  of  them  is  from  l!()tli  to  55th  street.  A  dens^er  group  is  from  :nst  to  47th 
streets. 

S.  State  street  runs  through  the  heart  of  the  so-called  black  belt.  Nearly 
a  thousand  colored  people  are  in  business  on  this  street,  and  hundreds  arc 
near  by.  They  are  all  struggling  mightily  in  a  competitive  commercial  battle. 
They  are  saying  nothing  l>ut  "ploughing  corn."  Each  is  doing  his  own  "stufT." 
keeping  his  place  sanitary  and  attractive,  giving  quality  and  service — and  they 
are  gaining!  And  there  is  a  pervading  hope  that  one  day  they  will  control 
the  commercial  activities  of  the  black  belt.  And  so.  they  'wait,  and  murmur 
not."

Turning  to  the  parks,  wo  shall  look  lirst  al  Lincoln  Park,  which  is  the 
star  attraction  on  the  Xorth  Side.  (Anv  surt.toe  car  line  on  Xorth  Claik 
or  Wells  .Sttcct  skirts  the  p.irk  at  its  soiJthwest  s\<lc.^  Great  mtcrest  centers 
around  the  zoological  bmldnigs.  H  you  are  int^^rested  in  animals  you  will 
find  some  specimens  here  that  arc  new  to  you.  unless  you  arc   tamiliar  with 
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the  animals  of  Europe,  Asia,  Africa,  Australia  and  the  Islands  of  the  -Sea.  Tiie 
zoo  contains  2,300  specimens  of  mammals,  reptiles  and  birds.

Now,  let  us  look  a  little  farther  out.  One  might  like  to  *e*  Sears.  Ro#. 
buck  &  cVs  largest  mail  order  house  in  tho  world.  Visitors  are  ffuvn  sj*- 
cial  attention.    Tkia  plant  is  located  at  Arthington  and  Homan  Avrnue. 
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Union  Stock  Yards 

The  Union  Stock  Yards  are  reached  by  South  Side  Elevated,  changing 
at  Indiana  Avenue  Station  to  Stock  Yards  branch.  Packingto^^-n,  which  lies 
just  behind  the  yards,  covers  about  200  acres.  Here  is  the  principal  live 
I  stock  and  meat-packing  center  of  the  United  States.  Nearly  all  of  the  forty 
!  meat  packing  plants  are  located  here,  and  all  make  a  specialty  of  showing 
;  visitors  through  their  plants.  It's  great  to  be  here  at  "hog-killing  time."  ' 
;  Then  if  you  are  interested  in  the  methods  of  preparing  foodstuffs  there  is  a  ' 
i  large  concern  here  which  devotes  itself  exclusively  to  this  end  of  the  busi- 
;  ness,  putting  out  every  month  about  10,000,000  cans  of  corn  beef  ox  tongue, 
f      mince  meat,  etc. 

I  Lincoln  Park 

i  Turning  to  the  parks,  we  shall  look  first  at  Lincoln  Park,  which  is  the 

1  star  attraction  on  the  North  Side.  (Any  surface  car  line  on  North  Clark 
'*  or  Wells  Street  skirts  the  park  at  its  southwest  side).  Great  interest  centers 
!  around  the  zoological  buildings.  If  you  are  interested  in  animals  you  will 
I  fmd  some  specimens  here  that  are  new  to  you,  unless  you  are  famil^'ar  v.ith 
I  the  animals  of  Europe,  Asia.  Africa,  Australia  and  the  Islands  of  the  Sea. 
I  The  zoo  contains  2,300  speciments  of  mammals,  reptiles  and  birds.  A  favor- 
1       ite  time  for  visiting  is  4  p.  m.  when  the  animals  are  fed. 

\  Among  the  numerous  pieces  of  sculptor's  art  in  Lincoln  Park  the-  bronze 

!  statue  of  Lincoln,  by'  Sfe.'Gaudens,  at  the  Dearborn  Street  entrance,  easily 
i  takes  first  place.  This  statue  is  considered  to  be  a  masterpiece  of  the  sculp- 
!  tor's  art  and  is  generally  regarded  as  one  of  the  best  likeness  of  the  var 
i  president  in  existence.  Over  at  the  Wisconsin  Street  entrance  \s  a  grave 
I  M^iich  is  marked  by  a  great  red  boulder  with  a  bronze  tablet.  This  tablet 
\  reads:  "David  Kennison,  the  last  survivor  of  the  'Boston  Tea  Party,'  who 
!  died  in  Chicago,  February  24,  1852.  age  115  years  3  months  17  days  and  was 
I       buried  near  this  spot." 

Jackson  Park 
Don't  miss  Jackson  Park.     Cottage  Grove  Ave.  to  Sixty-third,  transfer 
'       east  to  Jackson  Park.)     Ilej-cin  is  the  Midway  Plaisance,  that  historic  spot 
which  carries  us  back  to  the  days  of  the  World  s  Fair  of  '03. 

Tlie  Field  Museum,  located  in  this  park,  is  a  source  of  attraction  to  vi- 
sitors and  students  from  afar.  Marshall  Fit  Id,  whoso  name  the  museum 
perpetuates,  has  given  in  all  $9,400,000,  others  have  given  JaOO.OOO,  and 
from  sources  other  than  endowment  the  museum  has  an  income  of  $2r).O00. 
Though  devoted  to  science,  the  museum  mnkes  every  etfort  to  have  a  variety 
of  exhibit  in  each  department  which  will  interest  and  be  understood  by  the 
average  visitor.  To  scientists  and  special  students,  therefore,  the  museum 
in  an  inexhaustible  mine;  but  any  visitor  to  Chicago  may  spemi  at  least  a 
day  here  with  pleasure. 

An  interesting  feature  of  Wooded  Island  is  the  Cahokia  Cnirt  Hi>use, 
reputed  to  be  the  oldest  public  building  in  the  Mississippi  "Valley.  It  was 
built  ahout  the  year  171G  at  Caliokia,  III.,  and  has  served  in  various  public 
capacities.  At  dilTercnt  periods  it  was  employed  lor  both  civic  and  military 
purposes,  and  is  recognized  as  the  oldest  county  seat  buildimr  (St.  Clair  Co., 
111.,)  in  the  original  Northwest  Territory. 
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Washington  Park 
(Cottage  Grove  Avenue  Cars  South  to  57th  Street.) 
We  usually  think  of  Washington  Park  as  a  place  of  rest  and  recreation 
because  of  its  special  adaptation  for  such  purposes.  While  there  are  some 
important  buildings  in  this  park,  we  are  at  first  sight  struck  with  the  vast 
expanse  of  undisturbed  playgrounds.  This  is  the  second  largest  of  the  south 
parks,  and  is  a  371  acre  rectangle.  Twenty-three  acres  of  lagoons,  7  niiies 
of  charming,  winding  driveways,  bridle  paths,  lav-Tis  and  shrubberj-,  make 
it  a  beautiful  park,  while  in  the  center  of  the  expanse  is  a  vast  meadow. 
Here  the  Sunday  Schools  bring  their  picnics  in  summer  because  of  its  free- 
dom from  danger  to  children.  Here  are  num.erous  facilities  for  enjoyment, 
including  tennis,  football,  baseball,  basketball,  roque,  bowling,  archerj^, 
■wading,  horseback  riding  and  fly  casting,  and  in  winter  there  is  curling, 
tobogganing  and  skating.  Here  on  Saturday  the  church  teams  of  all  deno- 
minations vie  \\ith  each  other  at  baseball. 

Other  Parks 

'  Other  amusement  parks  where  a  small  general  admission  fee  is  charged 
as  well  as  a  fee  for  admission  to  the  many  special  attractions  inside,  are: 
"White  City,"  63rd  and  South  Park  Avenue,  and  "Riverview"  comer  West- 
ern and  Belmont  Avenues. 

But  to  describe  all  the  places  of  interest  about  Chicago  would  require  a 
book  in  itself.  We  have  given  you  here  the  merest  glimpse,  just  as  they 
occurred  to  us  and  without  regard  to  any  order.  You  may  be  interested  to 
see  these  things  for  yourself.  If  you  do,  you  may  be  impressed,  as  was  the 
Queen  of  Sheba,  who  ha\ing  fmally  got  an  opportunity  to  view  Solomon's 
Temple,  exclaimed:  "Behold,  the  half  was  not  told  me."

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MORE  NEGROES  IN  BUSINESS 


Increase  in  Local  Commercial  Enterprises  of  Colored  People 


Negro  business  enterprises,  large  and  small  of  all  varieties,  have  increased 
from  1,200  in  1919  to  1,50  in  1920,  according  to  a  canvas  completed  for  "Black's 
Blue  Book  of  Chicago."  The  compilation  lists.  651  industrial  and  commercial 
houses  conducted. by  persons  of  the  colored  race  on  South  State  Street,  519  on 
principal  cross  streets,  and  an  estimate  of  300  as  the  number  of  ne^v  establish- 
ments on  other  streets. 

The  increase  in  31st  street  is  from  nine  negro  business  places  in  191S  to 
45  in  1919  and  71  in  1920.  In  35th  street  two  years  agp  were  47;  last  year,  64; 
this  year  77.  The  congestion  of  housing  about  35th  street  is  given  as  the  cause 
of  the  movement  to  31st  street. 

Cottage  Grove  Avenue  is  listed  as  having  57  colored  business  establi.-h- 
ments  from  28th  to  45th  street.  These  include  nine  grocerj^  stores,  three  drus: 
stores  and  two  undertakers.  From  3Jst  street  to  47th,  Indiana  avenue  has  C8 
business  places  chiefly  at  intersections  of  31st,  35th  and  SOth  streets.
